State Closed Its Evidence This 
After noon.

It was 8 :50 o’clock w 30 vSher iff 
Dillar d and Deputy W illiam s es­ 
cor ted 
John 
W . 
Cookman, 
the 
mur der er 
ot 
John 
M cBr ide, 
into cour t this mor ning for the sec­ 
ond day of the tr ial. 
County Attor ney Cashman wa^ 
alr eady on hand, as was also Lee 
Lovinger , attor ney for the defend­ 
ant, but the other attor neys did 
not come in until a few minutes 
later . 
Mr s. McBr ide, widow of Cook- 
man’s victim, attir ed in black, and 
car r y^ing a child in her ar ms, fol­ 
lowed the defendant into the cour t 
r oom, 
and 
was accompanied by 
her mother , Mr s. M cConley, wlio 
was also attir ed in solid black. 
Cookman had been shaved and 
looked sever al year s younger than 
he did 
when 
fir st committed to 
jail. 
I l s w o r e a dar k shir t, dar k 
coat, str iped pantaloons, congr ess 
shoes 
and 
twir led 
a 
str aw 
hat 
\ 
ner vously, 
lie looked neither to 
the r ight nor the left while the 
cr owd was assembling, but kej^t 
his eyes on the fioor constantly. 
A t 9 o’clock it was announced 
that the attor neys wer e holding a 
consultation with witnesses fr om 
llenr y^ county’ , and it would be sev­ 
er al minutes befor e cour t convened. 
It was 9:15 o’clock when 
Mr s. 
Cookman and five childr en appear ­ 
ed and took seats by the 
side 
of 
the 
defendant. 
Mr s. 
Cookman 
gave way to 
tear s, 
but 
subsided 
after a few comfor ting wor ds fr om 
her husband, who took a little four - 
year old boy into his ar ms and be­ 
gan 
talking 
to 
him, 
A second 
child, pr obably two year s of age, 
stood by its mother ’s side, munch­ 
ing peanuts. 
A t 9 ¡30 o ’clock Judge Longan 
convened cour t, and immediately 
after war d the jur y filed in. 
The 
only 
witnesses 
examined 
yester day after noon after the D 
e m ­ 


o c r a t went to pr ess was Sher iiT 
Dillar d 
and 
Deputy 
Constable 
Robb, who cor r obor ated what C on­ 
stable Robb had testified to in r e­ 
gar d to the sear ch 
for Cookman 
immediately after the killing, 
Isaac Adair was the fir st witness 
of the day, Mr . Lamm examining 
him. 
He testified 
that he 
was 
sher iff of Henr y county, and fir st 
saw Cookman on M ay 24, when 
Constable 
Davis, 
of 
Leesville 
township, br ought the pr isoner to 
the jail at Clinton. 
Witness talked 
with Cookman, who admitted that 
he was the man who did the kill­ 
ing w’est of Sedalia. 
The defend­ 
ant said he had star ted to r un off, 
V but in sight of W ar saw had r econ­ 
sider ed and tur ned back, going to 
Leesville township, wher e he was 
ar r ested. 
The defense declined to 
cr oss-examine the witness. 
M. E. Davis, the constable who 
ar r ested Cookman, testified to hav­ 
ing r eceived a car d the night of 
M ay 23d, notifying him of M c­ 
Br ide’s mur der and giving a de­ 
scr iption of the fugitive mur der er . 
The evening witness r eceived the 
car d descr ibing Cookman he 
ex­ 
hibited it to his br other , who said, 
“ 
W h y , that mao was at my house 
today.” 
The next mor ning w it­ 
ness went in pur suit of Cookman, 


and meeting Mr . Chastain the lat­ 
ter said he believed the fugitive 
was wor king tor him. 
AVitness then w’ent to Mr . Chas­ 
tain’s far m and ar r ested the 
de­ 
fendant. 
A t that time he w^as in a 
field, engaged in cutting spr outs, 
Cookman admitted he was the 
r ight man. 
lie said he had shot at 
McBr ide to scar e him. 
He did not 
sur r ender because he fear ed lynch­ 
ing. 
He fled in the dir ection of 
War saw, deciding to get a job of 
wor k for a time, until the excite­ 
ment had 
died 
down. 
The de­ 
fendant admitted, the witness said, 
that he had told Mr . Chastain that 
his name was Clem. 
Cr oss-examined bv Mr . Shain, 
m/ 
' 
Mr . Davis said Cookman had talked 
of sur r ender ing after he had w or ked 
awhile and got a little money. W it ­ 
ness tcok the defendant fr om the 
Chastain far m 
to 
Clinton in 
a 
wagon, Mr , Chastain accompany­ 
ing them. 
IL F. Kemp,r esiding eight miles 
west, 64 year s old, testified that he 
lived one-half a mile fr om the field 
wdier e 
McBr ide 
was 
shot. 
Mc­ 
Br ide had r esided tlier e four or five 
year s. 
Witness was on the scene 
of the killing one-half hour after it 
occur r ed. 
The time was pr obably 
7 130 o ’clock a. m., May 21, 1901. 
Witness testified that C-'oknnn 
came to his hou<e immediately after 
the shooting. Cookman said lie was 
r eady to dig some clay, as he had 
pr omised to do. 
Witness was not 
r eady, so Cookman star ted to w’alk 
back home. 
Cookman at that time 
had neither coat nor vest, but wor e 
a pair of over alls, shir t and str aw 
hat. 
Never saw Cookman again 
until in the cour t r oom her e. 
Mr . McCauley, father -in-law of 
thè dead man, appr ised witnesn of 
the killing, and he went at once to 
the scene. 
Ther e wer e five people 
pr esent at the time, 
McBr ide w^as 
lying on his back, his feet not mor e 
than thr ee feet fr om the handles of 
the plow Ve had been using. 
The 
body was lying on the unbr oken 
gr ound, but witness did not see a 
hat. 
Later , witness saw Mr . J. 
K. 
Tuttle on the scene of the killing, 
doing some figur ing, a per son un­ 
known to witness being with him. 
Tuttle was on a hill, some thir ty or 
for ty feet higher than the gr ound 
wher e M cBr ide’s body was lying. 
The distance fr om the cor pse to 
wlier e Tuttle stood was pr obably 
eighty yar ds. 
The 
cr oss-examination br ought 
out nothing additional. 
Joe K . Tuttle, 28 year s of age, 
assistant pr osecuting 
attor ney of 
Pettis county, testified to having 
gone to the scene of the killing, in 
company with Constable Robb and 
other s; wher e he saw in the field a 
hat, which he identified when it 
was offer ed in evidence 
by Mr . 
Lamm and inspected by the jur y. 
\Vitness made an effor t to locate 
the 
spot 
wher e Cookman stood 
when he fir ed at 
McBr ide. 
For 
that pur pose, witness took Har ley 
Templeton, 
who 
was 
with M c­ 
Br ide when he was killed, and in 
company they began their investi­ 
gation. 
T hey found 
Cookman’s 
tr acks, 
which 
the 
witness 
de­ 
scr ibed. 
The witness put Constable Robb 
in the last of 
Cookm an’s tr acks 
and pr oceeded to wher e McBr ide’s 
body had fallen 
The distance was 
stepped off by witness and found to 
be eighty yar ds. 
Ther e was no ob­ 
str uction between the two points. 
Cr oss-examined, Mr . Tuttle said 
the tr acks descr ibed by him wer e in 
plowed gr ound, and another step 
would have been off of the plowed 
gr ound. 
Witness admitted 
hav­ 
ing gone to the scene for the pur ­ 
pose of secur ing evidence for the 
state. 
John Jackson, of Dr esden tow n­ 
ship, 
a far mer , 
knew both M c­ 
Br ide and 
Cookman 
He owns 
land in that locality. 
He was in 
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that section the mor ninsT of May 
21. 
Hear d a gun, about 160 r ods 
fr om wher e McBr ide’s body fell. 
Tiie r epor t of the gun was ver y 
shar p 
S aw 
l i ir ley 
I'empJetou 
that mor ning, 
lie was r unning 
to w ar t Mr s. IMc Br ide’s. 
Lear ned 
fr om him that M clkide h id been 
killed. 
Witness juniped out of his 
wagon and got into Mr . McCon 
ley’s wagon. 
Hoy McConley was 
also in the Vfliiciv.. 
Rer iCliing the 
McBr ide field, tner e was i o one 
ther e 
McBr ide’ s ieani w isiuiched 
to a plow. 
A mur ule descr iption

then went to the inquest, wher e he 
gave his testimony. 
The view is 
plain fr om wher e Cookman stood 
when he shot to tiie spot wher e 
McBr ide fell. 
Witness is the owner of a br eech- 
loading gun, w^hich Cookman de­ 
sir ed to pur chase last jMar ch, but 
on objection by.Mr . vShain this tes­ 
timony 
was 
str icken 
fr om 
the 
r ecor d. 
Witness had a conver sation r e­ 
gar ding a ten-acr e tr act of land 
pur chased by McBr ide Iw^o year s 
ago. 
Cookman had wanted w it­ 
ness to buy the land and let the de­ 
fendant cut off the timber . 
D e­ 
fendant wanted witness to buy the 
land for him (defendant) and he 
would give the land and wood on 
it for secur ity. 
Cookman told w it­ 
ness later that McBr ide had got in 
ahead oi him in the pur chase of the 
land. 
The defense asked to have this 
evidence 
str icken 
out, 
but 
was 
over r uled. 
Continuing, 
witness 
testified 
that Cookman had said to him, “ 
I 
wanted that land and McBr ide has 
r un in ahead of me.”

C ookm un's 
women folks. 
W itness said fie never heard M c­ 
Bride 
say, 
“ T he r e ’s 
C ook m a n ’s 
old b lack b iicii out in the field hoe­ 
ing c or n .” 
W itness did not k n ow the year 
in which lie was b orn, b ut knew he 
was 15 years old a couple of months 


VV^itness 
had 
talked with Mr. 
Lurnm twice and 
once w ith Mr. 
C isb rnan regarding the case, b ut 
Mr. C ook m a n ’s b oy was not pre - 
eut. 
Tlie lawyers did not tell him 
how to give his te^t^nony, as he 
already knew . It was 2 ;3o o’clock 
when 
llie 
cro^s-examinatioii was 
concluded. 
Mr. L am m asked several ques­ 
tions in re-direct examination,ufctr 
which the w itness was excused. 
T he state iiere rested, and the 
court took a recess of thirty m in ­ 
utes. 


Theo ry o tth e Uetense. 
It wcs 3:05 o’clock w hen Mr. 
v^hain b egan his presentation of the 
defense’s theory of the killing. He 
said the testimony for the defense 
would show tfi.it the relative pcs*- 
tioDs were materially different from 
w hat the state h id presented. 
It would b e 
sliowii, Mr. Shain 
said, that a man standing 011 the 
M cBride side of the creek 
wmuld 
have his view of where Cookm an 
IS alleged to fiave st<>jd ob structed 
b y a thick undergrowth, of b ru.^h. 
If you place M cBride where the 
s^ate has jilaced him and Cookm an 
a n y phace on his plowed ground 
where 
his 
tracks 
would 
show, 
it would have b een impossib le for 
H arley I'ernpletou to fiave seen any 
of tfie transaction. 
T he evidence will disclose the 
fact that C ook m an Iiad thirty-four 
acres of ground on M ud d y creek. 
There he chopped wood, and had 
his land partly paid for. 
It is the 
only home he lias ever k n ow n in 
his life. 
T here he b uilt him a lit­ 
tle log hut. 
T he evidence will disclose that 
C ookm an was living there witli his 
wife and 
ciiildren. 
H e 
had 
no 
team. 
A man came b y one day 
and made a ijroposition to him. 
Tiiat 
mao 
was 
McBride. 
M c ­ 
Bride b roke a 
pitci;? of 
ground. 
T he 
corn 
was 
planted 
00 
the 
shares. 
M c lk id e never did w hat 
lie agreed to do ahout raising the 
crop. 
Ail he did was to come in 
the fall and get his share of the 
crop. 
T he next spring McBride w anted 
to m ake the same contract, 
b ut 
C ook m an declined. 
McBride did 
not like it, and after that had a 
pick at Cookm an. 
There was nothin g serious, b ut 
it was annoying. 
T w o yeais ago 
McBride b ouglit ten acres ol land 
across from 
tlie 
C ookm an land 
C ookm an was a good man with 
I tie axe, and another contract -was 
entered into, 
whereb y 
C ookm an 
was to do certain choppin g and 
McBride was to do certain plow ­ 
ing in C ookm aii’s field. 
C c ok m an went to chopping, b ut 
McBride did not show up to do the 
plowing. H e changed the contrac% 
and did not b reak up the ground. 
C ookm an tried to get a settlement 
for the chopping, b ut failed, and 
talked aoout b ringing a suit to col­ 
lect the same. 
T he evidence will 
show 
that 
there was no ill feeling upon C ook ­ 
m a n ’s part b ecause McBride had 
got the land that C ook m i n w a n t ­ 
ed. McBride would a tte m pt to b uy 
the C ookm an land, b ut never offer­ 
ed him an ythin g like it was woriti. 
McBride a ttem pted to force C ook ­ 
m an to sell, b ut to no purpose. M c ­ 
Bride told C ook m an there was a 
crow d of people 
there who 
pro­ 
posed to 
run that 
section, and it 
would b e well for C ookm an to seek 
a n ew location. 
This spring the cattle from M c­ 
B ride’s place would get over on 
the C ookm an land an d would b e 
run off b y the cfiildren. 
O n one occasion McBride came 
to where C c ok m an was, having a 
shotgun 
w ith 
him, 
and 
said, 
“ C ookm an, w hat do you mean b y 
driving my cattle over on to Mr. 
?” 
C ook m an 
denied 
the 
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charge, w hereupon McBride used 
a vile epithet. 
M cB rid e then said to C ookm an , 


“ If you fool with me I ’ll give you 
a loud of shot some tim e,” 
I'he defence would show, Mr. 
Shain said, that M cBride said to 
C ookm an, “ There is a crow d of 
fellows who w hen they w a n t to 
get cle ir of a fellow k n ow how to 
do it.” 
A few days b efore the killing 
McBride fired a shot at C ookm an. 
R e a b z in g that he had b een seen, 
M cBride .-upped iiuo the b rush, 
from which place three more b ul­ 
lets were 
fired, 
alleged to have 
b een b y Mctiride. 
O n another occasion a shot was 
fired at C ook m an from M c B rid e’s 
field. 
O n still another occasion, when 
C ookm an, his wife and one of his 
sons were together, M cBride and 
others passed and some one fired a 
shot, one of the shot falling upon 
the head of C ook m a n ’s son. 
O ther 
evidence would show the firing of 
shots in the immediate vicinity of 
C ook m a n ’s home. 
O n the day previous to the kill­ 
ing, while Mrs. C ook m an was in 
the 
field, 
M cBride 
yelled 
out, 
“ T he r e ’s 
C ook m a n ’s 
old 
b lack 
b itch in the field.” 
H arley T em pleton 
admonished 
McBride to desist, b ut, instead, he 
answered, “ T ha t ’s w ha t I want. 
Let him come, and ITl shoot a hole 
into him that you can throw a dog 
thr ough.” 
T he evidence would show, Mr. 
Shain claimed, tha t McBride did 
ail possib le to aggravate C ookm an 
and 
his 
family, n otw ithstand ing 
the latter had frequently b egged 
that he b e left alone. 
O n the day of the killing, the d e­ 
fense claimed, M cBride gelled to 
C ookm an and asked, ‘ H ow is the 
b ab y ?” 
W he n C ookm an asked w hat was 
meant, McBride aoswered, “ A i n ’t 
you the father of 
the b ib y your 
d aughter recently gave b irth to? ” 
C aok m an made reply that if his 


daughter ever had a b ab y he did 
not know it, at the same time say­ 
ing, “ Mac, this thing has got to 
stop.” 
Later, hearing another hallooing, 
Cookm an 
asked 
M cBride 
w hat 
was wanted, to which an insolent 
reply was given. 
A quarrel fol­ 
lowed. 
C ook m a n ’s 
gun was 
at 
hand, it having b een carried to the 
field b y his little b oy, for the pur­ 
pose of killing crows 
while en- 
craged in planting corn. 
Cookm an 
did 
all 
possib le to 
avoid a clash, b ut when he saw 
McBride reach for b is hip pocket 
he picked up his rille and fired, 
not taking aim as he discharged 
the weapon. 
Cookman 
then 
w ent 
to 
Mr. 
K e m p’s, where he expected to do 
some work. 
A t that time he did 
not know that McBride had b een 
killed. 
Seeing a crowd gathering in the 
field, Cookm an told his wife he 
would go to Sedalia and surrender. 
He got in sight of Sedalia, b ut 
feared he would b e lynched if he 
gave himself up, so he turned and 
w ent in another direction. 
It was 3 ;45 o’clock w hen Mr. 
Shain concluded his statement and 
the first witness for the defense. 
Dr. T . P. M cC luney, was placed 
upon < he stand.
